STEWART'S MISSION TO NEVADA

HE OTHER DAY, in Salt Lake City, William 


M. Stewart, a Senator of the United States 


accredited to Nevada, informed a Deseret News re- 
porter that "the issue on silver was the only thing 
that had set him at variance with the Republican 
party " from which he withdrew to become a Popu- 
list and under \\hose sheltering wings he has again 
taken refuge.
